Kendallville Fire Burns Self Out 


KENDALLVILLE, Ind. (UPI) - Clouds of billowing 
black smoke hovered over a salvage yard near here

Lindbergh 
reportedly is suffering from influenza and was forced to 
cancel a scheduled appearance Sunday at the Midwestern 
Governor's Conference in Minneapolis because of his 
illness Lindbergh flew his monplane, the Spirit of St. 
Louis, nonstop from New York to Paris in May of 1927 in 
3312 hours

A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

In the olden days B.C ., before 
commentators on TV and radio 
that is, the task of spreading 
propoganda and forming public 
opinion fell to newspaper editors 
and politicians. Each was fir­ 
mly convinced that he held the 
proper perspective on the world 
around him, and defended his 
position warmly. Many famous 
feuds arose between editors of 
opposing parties and without a 
doubt, the more intense these 
feuds becam e, the higher the 
number of readers for those 
papers became. It was not only 
a highly satisfactory way of 
expressing one’s feelings, it was 
good for business. 
The reader of old newspapers 
soon discovers that anyone who 
agreed with the editor was a 
gentleman, a scholar and a 
connoisseur of fine whiskey but 
anyone who disagreed with hunt 
was a ruffian, an ignoramus 
and a tosspot One Republican 
editor 
referred 
to 
his 
D em ocratic 
opponent 
as 
‘‘besotted, 
a 
traveling 
demijohn, 
always 
brim 
full 
except when his friends and his 
credit fail to supply his bilbous 
appetite. With his fish market 
vocabulary he can tell more lies 
than any other copperhead in 
Indiana and that is saying a 
good deal ” 
In those days a man did not go 
to court with a libel suit when he 
was insu 1 ted, but ga ve dista infuI 
reply in his own paper If words 
did happed to fail him, he 
simply challenged the other to a 
duel with more deadly weapons 
if he were a gentlemen, or 
wrecked Ins opponents press if 
1m* were not.

One of the most colorful of 
these early day editors was 
M ichael 
C hristian 
G a rb e r, 
owner of the Madison Courier. 
Like most newspapermen of his 
day, he had not traveled far 
from his own doorstep and so 
was highly partisan in his views, 
G a rb e r had no jo u rn a listic 
training and more or less drifted 
into the publishing business by 
accident. Before he became the 
proprietor of that paper he had 
been first a stagecoach driver, 
then 
a 
c o n tra c to r 
on 
the 
Chesapeke and Ohio Canal, and 
finally a merchant in Rising 
Sun, Indiana. 
In the sum m er of 1849 Cholera 
raged up and down the Ohio 
River country 
and 
John 
B 
Convington, 
ow ner 
of 
the 
Courier, traded his paper for 
G arber’s store hoping Rising 
Sun would be a more healthful 
community in which to live 
When G arber took over the 
paper it was Democratic and 
was the main spokesman for the 
then all powerful Senator Jesse 
I). Bright whci had ruIed \x> 1 itics 
in 
Indiana 
for main 
years 
According to his biographers. 
Garber was "not fitted to be a ¡ 
grinder of tunes for any man 
He disagreed with Bright when 
fie opposed the fugitive slave 
law. Bright, a slave owner and 
s t ron g s< hi them 
s y 111 pa If i i z e r , 
was not a man to brook op 
position He retaliated for this 
heresy by having the Indiana 
House of Representatives pass a 
resolution barring the Courier 
from distribution in the house 
cham bers and hud Garber read 
out of the party because, as 
Garber pul it. "lie would not 
fxiw dow n and worship 
Though Garber was ousted 
troni the p arty , 
política 11 \ 
ostrici/cd, and a conde mined 
man, he refused to let this upset

In the 1880 campaign, he was a 
staunch supporter of Abraham 
Lincoln. For this he was later 
made chairm an of the State 
Central Committee.

"The large sales of grain to 
the Russians are an illustration

Chairman Henry M Jackson, 
D-Wash , charged the grain 
sales were born., nurtured, and 
consummated in a climate of 
secrecy and bureaucratic neg 
ligenee.
